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With  the  completion  of  the  last  few  pages,  the  1987  édition  of  Le 
Diable  Bleu  will  finally  be  finished.  A  lot  of  hard  work  and  time  went 
into  the  production  of  this  yearbook,  and  I  honestly  hope  our  efforts 
hâve  been  adequately  reflected.

In  order  not  to  forget  the  five  years  of  a  lost  past  and  history,  we  included  a 
section  in  the  yearbook  called  REELECTIONS  which  will  include,  as  best  as  we  could,  photo- 
graphs  of  students  and  the  Dillard  scene  between  1982  and  1987. 

When  I  accepted  the  position  of  Editor-in-Chief,  I  did  not  realize  how  difficult  and  time  con- 
suming  my  job  would  be.  I  can  honestly  say  that  this  was  the  worst  semester  of  my  academie 
career.  As  I  now  reflect  back,  I  often  wonder  how  I  made  it.  I  do  believe  that  if  it  were  not  for  the 
dedication  of  my  staff  members,  this  yearbook  probably  never  would  hâve  been  completed.  I’d  like 
to  thank  them  wholeheartedly  for  their  talents,  time,  efforts  and  patience  in  spite  of  ail  the  difficul- 
ties  and  pressures  of  this  semester.  jlf  no  one  ever  tells  you,  let  me  tell  you  that  you  were  a  great 
staff  and  I  appreciate  everything  you  did  for  me  and  this  yearbook!  I’d  also  like  to  thank  our 
advisors,  Mr.  Marcus  Neustadter  and  Mr.  Clifford  Johnson  for  their  support  and  guidance  during 
this  difficult  undertaking;  you  are  also  apprèeiated.

Joseph  Smith,  Edward  Sartin,  Lésa  Robinson,  Charri  Allen,  and  Anita  Dixon. 


The  Pan-Hellenic  Council,  composed  of  two  représentatives  from 
each  organization,  functions  in  order  to  develop  a  spirit  of  coopéra¬ 
tion  and  fellowship  among  the  various  Greek-letter  organizations  on 
the  campus.

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Initiators  of  the  first  Negro  fraternity,  the  men  of  Alpha  Phi  Alpha 
Fraternity,  continuously  dawn  "the  light  of  the  world"  by  striving 
toward  the  accomplishment  of  manly  deeds,  scholarship  and  love  for 
ail  mankind.  Established  on  December  4,  1906  at  Cornell  University 
in  Ithaca,  New  York,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  has  progressed  annually.  Beta 
Phi  Chapter,  established  at  Dillard  University  on  November  11, 
1938,  is  proudly  proclaimed  as  "a  great  link"  in  the  progressively 
idéal  Fraternity. 
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At  the  inception  of  Delta  Sigma  Thêta  Sorority,  Inc.,  founded  in 
1913  at  Howard  University,  the  Founders  envisioned  an  organization 
of  college  women  pledged  to  serious  endeavor  and  community  ser¬ 
vice.

This  year  the  Beta  Gamma  Chapter,  founded  in  1937,  celebrated 
its  fiftieth  anniversary.
